No one will ever know whom the killer’s bullets might 
have found had Lyle not stepped between.

It is a tangible expression 
of the community's new-found heartfelt appreciation for 
all men who wear a badge as officer of the law.

Besides dating a town as to 
era of origin and telling the 
relative esteem in which vari- 
ous business and governmental 
specialties are held, the build- 
ings of a town might also give 
an index to community charac- 
ter, as well as the character of 
the people who inhabit it. 


Back in the days when Men- 
lo Park and Atherton were 
settled, the ostentatious ‘‘coun- 
try place” of the empire build- 
er was the most’ noticeable 
kind of dwelling there was. 

Persons who can remember 
the old James Flood Estate 
home, Linden Towers, or the 
old Timothy Hopkins home, 
Sherwood Hall, probably have 
a better idea of what their oc- 
dupants were like than the 
casual reader of history books. 

A man who would build 
such a thing as Flood’s “mil- 
lion dollar wedding cake’— 
surmounted by a 110-foot 
tower, incidentally—or the 
Hopkins mansion, definitely 
had a different set of values 
than the average person who 
lives here today. 

An “empire builder’. of the 
1870’s, such as these two were, 
was not just a devotee of osten- 
tatious display although feel- 
ings of pride undoubtedly 
prompted construction of over- 
big houses somewhat. 

He was also, very likely, a 
person who expected to be able 
to live a full life on his own 
home grounds. With trarspor- 
tation largely dependent on 
the horse, as it was in that gen- 
eration, the necessity of having 
everything at hand was more 
apparent than it is now.

changed all this, although 
the Flood estate wasn’t sub- 
divided until 1934 and the 

Hopkins. estate lasted, as a 
building, until 1940. The 
grounds were divided up in 
1943, when the government 
established Dibble Hospital 
here. 

Meanwhile, though, estates 
became smaller; even in Ath- 
erton, only a couple remain to- 
day which are more than 10 
acres in extent and in Menlo 
Park, subdivision into lots of 
smaller sizes started before 
1900. 


The lots of the horse and 
buggy era were huge by mo- 
dern standards, though. Thus 
it was possible to take the 
back ends off of the old “Town 
of Menlo” subdivision lots in 
the downtown area, convert 
them into parking plazas, and 
still have usable commercial 
lots facing the street, as late 
as the 1950’s. 

Stanford Park — the subdi- 
vision south of Middle avenue 
and extending from El Camino 
Real to University drive — 
boasts lots which typically run 
196 feet deep and 50 or 60 feet 
wide — a size which seems too 
big for the modern home-own- 
er to want to keep up. 

Meanwhile, houses grew 
smaller and more modest. The 
“bungalow” of the 1920’s be- 
came typical construction. And 
what does it tell about its oc- 
cupant? 

Probably, it indicates that 
he didn’t have the money to 
build a bigger house. But al- 
so, it might indicate that, 
with the advent of the auto- 
mobile, he spent less time at 
home and didn’t need to have 
everything he might need 
close at hand. 

The houses of today indicate 
something about the inhabit- 
ants, too. 

For one thing, there aren’t 
many two-story houses built 
here. 

This may be a reflection of 
building costs, but might also 
mean that people today feel 
that the whole house should be 
lived in all day, whereas they 
used to figure on more or less 
abandoning use of the upstairs 
rooms, which were usually 
bedrooms, during the daylight 
hours. 

Builders, meanwhile, have 
publicly stated that large yards 
are going out of style. People 
apparently don’t want to do as 
much gardening as they used 
to. And people are prone to 
like houses that ramble, help- 
ing fill up the lot and reducing 
the size of the outside area 
that has. to be maintained. 

The city’s recent edict de- 
manding two-car garages on 
all new homes as well as 
apartments is merely a re- 
flection, of the fact that the 
mobility of the individual is 
becoming more important in 
the daily scheme of things. 

What about apartments? 

Today, construction of apart- 
ments seems to have taken two 
direction: The big, expensive 
ones and the small, relatively 
inexpensive ones. 

The promoters of the large 
ones, some of which can’t be 
financed if rents are lower 
than $200, maintain that the 
area is becoming the home of 
high-paid executives and weal- 
thy retired people who'll occu- 
py them. 

The others have found there 
is a segment of the people who 
like to live in apartments, ev- 
en if the rent is strictly com- 
parable to a house payment. 
They cite convenience, “close 
in” locations, and other ad- 
vantages to living thus. :

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Woodside Asks 
New Route 
For Freeway 


A petition for an alternate 
route of the State’s proposed 
freeway as it passes through 
Woodside Knolls is in the 
hands “of the Woodside Town 
Council this week in the wake 
of fears that not enough liaison 
exists between town officials 
and the State Division of High- 
ways. 

Council representatives will 
present the request to the Di- 
vision of Highways within the 
next two days, according to 
Town Clerk Mrs. Irma Lewis. 
She said it will ask that the 
route be varied _ slightly 
through uninhabited territory 
for a distance “sufficient to 
minimize noise, smog and fill.” 

The petition from some 30 
residents of Woodside Knolls 
outlines two possible alternate 
routes which would better 
screen their homes from the 
freeway and put more undevel- 
oped land in position for home 
construction. 

The alternate route veers 
some 500 feet away from the 
State route at the widest point 
and, according to petitioners, 
would entail more cutting but 
less fill in construetion. 

In submitting the plan to the 
Woodside Planning Commis- 
sion last week, spokesman Sam 
Fitzpatrick expressed fear that 
the State is by-passing town of- 
ficials in its work toward the 
freeway. It was pointed out 
that the State recently pur- 
chased three pieces of proper- 
ty along its proposed route. 

Woodside Planning Consult- 
ant William Spangle said he 
didn’t feel the purchases would 
“freeze” the State route and re- 
assured the petitioners that the 
State agreed to work out free- 
way plans jointly with the 
town.

Another offer has. been 
made to Palo Alto by Menlo 
Park in the latest develop- 
ment of lengthy two-city nego- 
tiations for purchase of the 
antiquated North Palo Alto 
water company system.

Two Menlo-Atherton ex- 
change students from Eur- 
ope this week paused in their 
first round of “get acquaint- 
ed” activities in the commu- 
nity to describe their “first 
impressions” of the country. 

They also gave fellow stu- 
dent Linda Kiernan, who in- 
terviewed them, some infor- 
mation about their home- 
lands — Norway and Spain. 
ed. 


Gunvor Orstavik of Norway 
found, when he first landed in 
New York, that the weather in 
the U.S. was. considerably 
warmer than he-was used to. 
And. Juain Hose Pedrino of 
Spain has found this country 
to be “very complex.” 

These were among the first 
impressions registered by the 
two young men, both students 
at Menlo-Atherton High School 
this year, under the auspices 
of an American Field Service- 
sponsored exchange program. 
They're making their homes 
with Menlo:Park families for 
the. year. 

GUNVOR ORSTAVIK: 

“This year I was fortunate 
enough to receive one of Am- 
erican Field Service Interna- 
tional Scholarships, and I owe 
my .thanks to the school and 
the community who have made 
it possible for me to stay in 
Menle Park this year. As-I 
have three brothers at home, 
I should be well prepared to 
live with the MacKenzies who 
have five boys and one girl. 

“T am from Hamar in Nor- 
way. Hamar is a town of 13,000 
inhabitants, 80 miles north of 
Oslo, and is the center of the 
rich agricultural scenery in the 
southeast part of the country. 
Norway is not very big com- 
pared to the U.S. There are 3.5 
million people, but still we all 
do not know each other! 

“We go swimming in the oc- 
ean and in the lakes, and sail- 
ing is a very popular sport. 

“There have been AFS stu- 
dents from Norway since 1947, 
and this year we are 119. Of 
1850 students from all over the 
world, about 350 stay here in 
California, so it seems that this 
state is very inherested in the 
AFS program. 

“We were 950 students from 
Europe coming over by ship 
from Holland to New York, 
and we had 10 unforgettable 
days on board. Only a few had 
been to the U.S. before, but 
we have read and heard much 
about the country and were 
anxious to come here and see 
everything. 

“New York was terribly hot 
We had been warned, but I 
could never imagine it would 
be that hot! And the skyscrap 
ers were very big. I cannot ex- 
préss the feeling we had creep- 
ing down at the street. This 
was a Sunday, so we did not 
see the busy city—the streets 
weer almost empty. 

“I came on a plane to San 
Francisco, and as we flew by 
night, there was nothing to be 
seen of the country until we 
reached the border of Califor- 
nia and flew over Los Angeles 
and out to the beach. It was 
very nice to see the blue ocean. 
the very blue sky and the 
strange red-colored mountains. 
But we noticed that there were 
hardly one lake or river, 

“My ‘family’ have taken me 
to San Francisco and Sacra- 
mento. We saw the State Fair 
and it was great, but very hot. 
Being from Norway, I cannot 
get enough California fruit — 
there are so much and so good.
